REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Reqrdinq claims 1-6, the applicant argues on page 5. lines 7 and 8 Tada does not describe "performing an inquiry scan for a 
random duration". Examiner disagrees with this argument. The applicant didn't claim whether user or system is performing an 
inquiry scan for a random duration. Tada specifically teaches that the time interval of Inguirv Scan is variably fi.e.. randomly] 
controlled or set by the user (see page 6, paragraphs 0091-0093). Therefore, it is inherent that an inquiry scan is performed 
for a random duration. According to 'MERRIAM WEBSTER'S COLLEGIATE DICTIONARY', 'random' means without definite 
aim, direction, rule or method (see page 964 of an attached copy of 'MERRIAM WEBSTER'S COLLEGIATE DICTIONARY'). 
The variation of time interval reads on the claim random duration or interval (see page 6. paragraphs 0091-0093). Therefore, 
the rejection of the claim in view of Tada will remain. Regarding claims 7. 13 and 20 are rejected for the same reasons as 
discussed above with respect to claim 1.
